SEATS ARE CHOSEN 


Ottawa, Oct. 16—Candidates have 
been officially nominated in 27 Cana- 
dian constituencies. As provided in 
the Dominion Elections act, nomina- 
tions were received between 12 and 
2 o'clock Thursday for those constl- 
tuencies which would otherwise + be 
seriously handicapped in their prepar- 
ations for polling because of their 
broad expanse, sparse and scattered 
population, and in some cases slow 
means of communication, certain rid- 
ings have been allowed two instead 
of one week between nomination and 
polling days. 


Thursday’s official nominations wero | 


generally speaking, merely confirma- 
tory in their character. 

There were 78 candidates nominat- 
ed for the twenty-seven seats, Of 
these, 28 were Conservative, 23 Lib- 
eral and 13 Progressives. Three In-

GOVERNMENT WILL 
HOLD BY-ELECTIONS 


Edmonton, Oct. 20.—Premier Her- 
bert Greenfield today confirmed the 
statement that the government has 
decided to call six by-elections in Al- 
berta this year, instead of holding a 
general election. 

The by-elections are to fill seats of 
members who have become candidates 
in the federal elections, The govern- 
ment department in charge of han- 
dling election machinery is already at 
work preparing for the half dozen by- 
elections, In the cities they will be 
conducted by means of the propor- 
tional representation system, and in 
the rural ridings under the preferen- 
tial vote system. 

Announcement of the by-elections 
will be made immediately after the 
federal general election on October 
29. The date expected to be set for 
the by-elections is on or about Decem- 
ber 20 next. A regular session of 
the legislature will follow in January. 


A MILLION POPPIES 
ON ARMISTICE DAY 


The distribution of Vetcraft Poppies 
as the “Flower of Remembrance” this 
year on Armistice Day will assume 
proportions far in excess of any year 
since the institution of the custom. 
Orders received by the G.W.V.A, 
which acts as distributing agent for 
Vetcraft poppies, are now in excess of 
the total distribution last year by-sev- 
éral hundred thousand. Approximate- 
ly a million poppies were worn by 
Canadians last Armistice Day. This 
year it is estimated that the total 
distribution will exceed a million and 
three-quarters. 

Several reasons may be ascribed for 
the increase in Vetcraft poppy distri- 
bution this year, but the basic and 
most significant reason may be found 
in the desire to fulfill the injunction 
which was simply expressed by Baron 
Byng of Vimy, when he said “Remem- 
ber the dead by helping the living.” 
Vetcraft poppies are the living sym- 
bols of the 62,000 sons of Canada who 
now rest peacefully, mostly in a for- 
eign land, after exemplifying their 
patriotism by giving to their country 
their greatest gift, their lives. Col> 
McCrae in deathless verse, wrote: 

“In Flanders fields’ the poppies blow 

Between the crosses, row on row.” 

And thus it is pietured in the mem- 
ory of every returned  soldier—the 
countless wooden crosses marking the 


last resting place of their comrades, | . 


with millions of the little bright red 
flowers hiding the hideous” earth 
sears, and denying that death ends 
all. 

No other emblem could portray the 
sacred sentiment of Canadians _ to- 
wards their war dead in the same 
‘manner as Vetcraft replicas of the 
Flanders poppy. 

Vetcraft poppies bear a double sig- 
nificance to the wearer. Besides serv- 
ing as the “ower of Remembrance” 
every poppy replica is the handiwork 
or a veteran whose war disability 
precludes him from engaging in nor- 
‘mal activities. The men employed in 
| Veteratt and Red Cross workshops 
Ihave faced the choice of idleness as 
| compared with using the impaired fac- 
ulties which are a legacy to them 
from war disabilities.

Movement of Owen Sound, Ont.; the 
Brethren of Christ, a branch of the 
Mennonites of western Canada, and 
the United States, and Nazarene 
church, with branches in Edmonton, 
Calgary and other western Canadian 
and United States cities.

War Not Outlawed By 
Security Pact; Chance 
Of Conflict is Reduced 


London, Oct. 20:—London awoke to- 
day to find emblazoned on the front 
pages of the newspapers the texts of 
the momentous decisions reached at 
Locarno which virtually make further 
wars in Europe: impossible. The 
treaties were made public in the cap- 
itals of Europe Jast night. 

The security pact, which guarantees 
inviolability of the French, Belgian 
and German frontiers, and the six 
treaties between ‘ German, France, 
Belgium, Poland and Czecho-Slovakia 
and between France and eastern al- 
lies, Poland and Czecho-Slovakia, were 
read with avidity. : 

Such editcrial notice as the agree- 
ments receive in this morning’s news- 
papers is quite favorable, although 
nowhere are they hailed as absolutely 
securing the’ future peace of Europe. 
They are described as “a promising 
attempt to return'to the old family 
pact of Europe and to arrange quar- 
rels on the basist jof reason.” 

Confidence is expressed by the 
writers that the treaties will receive 
the ratification of ‘the various parlia- 
ments concerned, especially in view of 
the fact that they cannot he amended 
but must be accepted or rejected as 
they stand. It is characterized as 
unthinkable that any legislature will 
take the responsibility of failing to 
approve what is termed such a hopeful 
structure. By some of these writers 
it is foreseen that ihe German nation- 
alists possibly will, be able to over- 
throw the’ ministry of Chancellor 
Luther, It is Egsraed-that this, will | 
not happen, but'the belief is express- 
ed even should there be such an evy- 
entuality another ministry would put 
the pact through the reichstag. 

Neither the security pact nor any 
of the other six treaties will have the 
effect of outlawing war, In point of 
fact, it is made clear that there are 
circumstances in which war is legiti- 
mate; the treaties simply strive to 
Gefino these circumstances, limit the 
number and do as much as is con- 
ccivyably posible to prevent warlike 
conditions from arising.

MOOTS FREE LOAN 
FOR DOMINIONS 


London, October 16.—The question 
of the British government allowing 
free loans to the Dominions for the en- 
couragement of migration will be con- 
sidered at a special mecting of the 
Liverpool chamber of commerce. 

The chairman of the transport com- 
mittee of the Liverpool chamber of 
commerce has informed the chamber 
that in his opinion it would be of 
enormous advantage to the empire if 
the government allowed Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and = other do- 
minions from £200,000,000 to £300,- 
000,000 free of interest for five years 
with the provision that the money be 
repaid at the end of that time with 
five per cent interest and a further 
five per cent as a redemption 
practically amounting to two per cent 
interest per year, At present. this 
country is spending more than £100,- 
000,000 a year in payment of doles 
Which have brought no benefit at all, 
he says,

The Australian Treaty 


A Blow at the Alberta Dairy Industry 


The Australian Treaty was entered into between the Govern- 
ment of Canada and the Government of Australia. It was ratified 
by the Canadian parliament in June last and has since been rati- 
fied by the Australian parliament and came into effect on the 
first of October. Briefly it reduces or abolishes the duty on a 
number of farm products coming into Canada from Australia, 
while makers of automobile parts, paper manufacturers and salmon 
ecanners get favored treatinent in the Australian market. 

Australia produces butter and a number of other farm com- 
modities more cheaply than any other country in the world. It 
has a mild climate and the Australian farmers’ cattle graze all 
the year around, Australian butter is therefore an important 
competitor with Canadian butter in the markets of the world, 
During the winter months our chief butter market is the Pacific 
Coust. At this time the cost of production in Australia is at the 
lowest because it is the summer seuson in that country. Our cost 
of production is at the highest. Hitherto the Australian product 
has been pretty well kept out by a duty of 4 cents a pound. Under 
the Treaty the duly is aimost wiped out, being reduced to le a 
pound, The Australisn preduct can be carried across the Pacific 
to the Coast cities as cheaply as it can be shipped from Calgary 
to Vancouver by rail. 

So serious is the outlook that Uie matter has been taken up 
by Alberta dairymen and the following letter has been sent out 
by the P. Burns Company to its patrons in the Province of Alberta: 


“Our Dominion government and the Australian government 
have just about completed arrangements to reduce the duty 
on Australian butter coming into Canada from four cents a 
pound to one cent a pound. 

“Austvalia produces a large surplus of butter for export 
during the winter period and this reduction of three cents 
a pound in the Canadian duty on Australian butter means that 
the western farmer will receive three cents a pound less for 
his butterfat at a season of the year when he really needs the 
money most. 

“If you wish to protest against this reduction of duty, 
write to D'Arey Scott, secretary of the National Dairy Council 
at Ottawa, or write to us and we will see that action is taken 
on your pretest.

Mr. P. Burns is a well known Liberal so that this letter has 
not been got out for election purposes, 

The Alberta dairy industry is threatened during the winter 
period with a reduction of 8¢ a pound in the price of butter, It 
has cost a great deal of money and effort to build up the Alberta 
dairy industry and it is impossible to understand why the Gov- 
ernment should vow sacrifice the industry for the benefit of 
mekers of automobile parts and salmon canners. 

Butter is not the only commodity that is threatened with a 
reduction in price.

In an interview in which he outlined 
the principal reasons why the Retail 
Trade Bureau of Canada was opposed 
io the continuance of the income tax, 
Mr. E. M. Trowern, dominion execu: 
tive director and secretary of the bur: 
eau in Ottawa, pointed out that one 
of the main faults with this tax is 
that it is making liars and thieves 
out of the people. “All men are not 
honest,” he said, “If they were, 
they would make honest returns. Any 
system of taxation—I do not care 
where it is or what it is-——that trusts 
the honesty of the people to put in a 
correct report — is fundamentally 
wrong. The manner in which our in-

come tax is collected lead us directly 
into temptation. The amount of in- 
come tax collected during the fiscal 
year 1921-22 was $101,500,021; in 1922- 
23 it was $72,743,000; in 1923-24 it was 
only $58,956,708.
